“Disease" means any disease alFectiiiy plants caused by or 
cousistin^^ in the presence of any patlio;^eniral, animal oi‘ vej^e- 
lable orjjaiiism whicli the lli^di Commissioner may, by procla¬ 
mation Irom time to time, declare to he a disease. 


“l^est" includes any parasitical, epipliytal or other animal 
or vegetable orp^anism, and also any insect, vertebrate or inver¬ 
tebrate animal all’ecting or injurious to plants, which the Ilig^h 
Commissioner may, by proclamation fiorn time to time, declaie 
to he a pest.

dealt with and mi compensalion shall be payable to any person 
claiming any interest in sucli plants, articles or Ihin^s.

Any Plant Inspector may at all reasonable times enter 
without uoti(*e upon any lan<l or cultivation or into any buildin^ 
or pari of any building not bein;' a dwellinjf-honse, for the 
purpose of searchin^^ for and examining any animal or vej^elahle 
4)rganisin or any diseased or pest-infecle<l phanf or any soil, 
manure, plant cases, wr.ippin*; or packinj? materials.

{]. An\ Plant lMS|ieclor may. hy order in writinj^ addressed 
to the occupier, or it there be no occupitu*, to the owner of 
any land or cultivation, <lirect bini to take within a definite 
lime to 1 m‘ specified in such ordei all such measures as may 
be necessarv for tlie eradication of or’ for the prevention of 
the spread amon^'' plants of any disease or* pest, includinff the 
total destruction, if necessary, of any plants wlielher infected 
bv any disease or* pest or not.

shall be lawful for the Hit'll Coiiunissioiiei* to make 
way of compensation or partial com|»eiisation to 
owners or occupiers, accordinjf to their respective interests, in 
respect of healthy plants destroyed in order to prevent the 
introduction or* spread of any disease or [lest amoii^ oilier plants. 
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10. Every person shall be j^uilty oi‘ an olTence a^'aiiist 
lliis Ordinance who: 


(a) ill any rnanner obstructs or impedes any person in 
the execution of any of the powers ronrern»<| by tliis 
Ordinance; 

(b) refuses or ne^dects to comply willi or acts in con¬ 
travention of any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
or tlie terms of any Order issued thereunder or any 
re^^ulations made thereunder or any onler jfiven in 
pursuance thereof: 

(C) introduces any disease or pest into any cultivation 
unless he proves to the satisfaction of the Courl that 
such introduction was accidental and not due to 
ne^^Iect or malice.

12. The Director of Aj^ricullure may, with the approval 
the Hi;,di Commissioner, make i*epulaiinns for any of the 
following purposes: —

(a) for regulating or prohibiting tin* removal from any 
land or cultivation or the Iraiisfer or conveyance from 
one part of l*alestine to any other part tliereof of 
any plants, packages, cuvi^rings or wrapjiings thereof, 
or of soil or manure with a view to preventing or 
checking the spread of disease or pests among plants; 



for securing llue deteiidoii aiifl e.\aminalion of any 
plant, package, covering or wrappings therefor 
ami of any soil or manure which is suspected 
lo be iliseaseil or pt‘sl-infected and of boxes, 
baskets, poLs, packages and cases which are sus¬ 
pected to contain or to have contained diseased or 
pest-infected plants or lo fiarhoiir or to lie infected 
by disease or |>^sl : 


(c) for securing ttie treatment of diseased planl> and i he 
eradication or prevention of disease and pe.-^ts, and 
for the supply of chemicals, appliames and other 
means wlicreby such Ireatmenl oc er^idicaliou or fire- 
vention may he facilitateil;
